Boldly into the future 


Andover officials agreed this 
week to take a leap into the 
future, in hopes of getting a jump 
on any local problems that might 
be created by the so-called Mil- 
lennium Bug, otherwise known 
as Y2K. 

On the recommendation of 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki, the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously Monday night to 
join the rest of the state in what 
could be described as an expand- 
ed version of Daylight Savings 
Time. Instead of moving clocks 
ahead just one hour, the entire 
state will jump ahead 25 hours 
(an hour plus a full day) in order 
to allow Massachusetts to enter 
the new millennium a day before 
the rest of the nation. 

Governor Paul Cellucci, in a 
rare display of unanimity with 
House Speaker Thomas Finner- 
an and Senate President Thomas 
Birmingham, who pushed a bill 
titled “Skip a Day to Y2K” 
through the Legislature in a late- 
night session, said he hoped 
local officials would endorse the 


plan. 

“Massachusetts has always 
been forward looking,” he said, 
“and this just puts into practice 
a philosophy that we’ve always 
held. While everybody else in the 
nation is struggling through 
computer crashes, chaos in pub- 
lic transportation and_ traffic 
lights going berserk, we’ll have 
things under control. 

“The president has been say- 
ing for years that we need to 
cross the bridge to the 21st Cen- 
tury. And now we're saying that 
Massachusetts is going to be the 
first to cross that bridge.” 

Stapczynski was bullish on 
the change as well. 

“Everybody’s having a tough 
time getting entertainment for 
First Night this year,” he told 
the board, “because all the enter- 
tainers are in such demand, 
they’re all asking two or three 
times their usual price. This 
way, we can have our pick, and 
pay a reasonable price. Besides, 
it will be safer this way. The

AHS sophomore 
makes national 
conference

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Company sets ‘science fair’ on power plant

A Constellation Power presenta- 
tion on the proposed Dracut power 
plant is coming to town. The com- 
pany hoping to build a 750-watt, 
natural gas power plant on Nickel 
Hill, the Brox property on the Dra- 
cut/Methuen border, is holding a 
“science fair”’-style gathering in 
Andover next Tuesday to answer 
residents’ questions about the pro- 
ject. 

Similar sessions held last week 
in Dracut and Methuen were well 
attended by Andover residents, one 
environmental activist says. 

“It was a really slick presenta- 
tion. The minute you asked a ques- 
tion, there were five people there to 
answer it,” says Laura Jordan, an 
Andover resident heading up the 
effort by members of the Merri- 
mack Valley People for the Envi- 
ronment to stop the project. 

Jordan, who opposes the plant, 
says she was nearly convinced that 
the project would be a good thing 
when she left the meeting last 
week. 

“For a little while you're like, 
‘Wow,’ she says, but says the pre- 
sentation of Constellation Power is 
only one side of the story. 


The company is holding the 
local meeting at the Andover Coun- 
try Club on Tuesday, April 6 from 6 
to 9 p.m., says Constellation Power 
spokesman Kurt Sanborn, a native 
of Dracut. 

But Andover residents opposed 
to the project are holding a show of 
their own the following week, Tues- 
day, April 13, at West Parish 
Church. 

The forum, titled “Learn how 
the proposed Dracut power plant 
will affect you,” features Everett 
Penney, Andover’s health director 
and resident of Dracut, as a speak- 
er. 

Penney invited Constellation 
Power to hold a forum before the 
Board of Health and respond to 
questions from the board and from 
citizens, but they declined, he says. 

Sanborn says Constellation 
Power declined only for scheduling 
reasons, and is willing to schedule 
such a forum in the future. 

Penney says the key to having 
them before the Board of Health is 
to let the board members control 
the discussion. 

“Tt would not be an advertise- 
ment or endorsement of the con- 
cept. We’d make it an objective ses- 


sion,” Penney says. 

Sanborn says the “science fair” 
format, as opposed to a public hear- 
ing, allows people who don’t nor- 
mally speak up in large crowds to 
ask specific questions. 

“We've found it benefits the 
silent majority, the 75 people who 
don’t comment but still have con- 
cerns,” Sanborn says. 

Jordan says she’s concerned 
that people who attend the presen- 
tation by Constellation Power 
won't seek “a second opinion.” 

“We need to be critical. I’m fear- 
ful that someone would want one of 
these in their back yard any day 
after this,” Jordan says. 

Members of the MVRE say the 
plant would add pollution to an 
area that has more than its fair 
Share of pollutants already, and 
poses other problems for the area. 

They have taken their concerns 
to State Rep. Barry Finegold, State 
Sen. Sue Tucker and Dr. Howard 
Koh, head of the state Department 
of Public Health and an Andover 
resident. 

Jordan says state officials say 
they will consider concerns of the 
MVRE as the permitting process 
for the plant advances.

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Rapisardi to contest firing 

Andover Schools Superintendent Dr. Claudia L. 
Bach has formally dismissed Andover middle 
school teacher Gene Rapisardi, who was arrested in 
Lawrence last May for possession of cocaine. 

The charge was continued without a finding, giv- 
ing him six months to stay out of trouble. He was 
later arrested in December, 1998, for drunk driving, 
a charge that was also continued without finding. 

Bach says Rapisardi has filed for arbitration, 
challenging the dismissal, through the Massachu- 
setts Teachers Association. 

Andy Linebaught, director of communications 
for the MTA, would not comment on the case 
Wednesday. Rapisardi, reached by phone Tuesday 
also declined to comment. 

His second arrest came during his time on 
administrative leave from Andover schools. 

Rapisardi, 48, of Methuen, taught English in 
Andover schools for 26 years before the first arrest. 
Lawrence police allegedly caught him with a reput- 
ed prostitute in a Lawrence neighborhood known 
for drug activity. Police said Rapisardi made an 
attempt to dispose of a vial of crack from his pocket 
when approached by Lawrence Police. 

Since both the drug possession and drunk dri- 
ving charges were continued without a finding, the 
charges would be dropped if he stayed out of trouble 
for a year, said Rapisardi’s former attorney Ted 
Fairburn of Lawrence in an interview in February. 
At the time, Rapisardi said he planned to fight to 
keep his job. 

“T haven’t been found guilty of any crime,” he 
told the Townsman in a previous interview.

Rep. Finegold 
co-sponsors school 
technology bill 


State Rep. Barry R. Finegold, D-Andover, has 
co-sponsored a Community and School Technol- 
ogy bill, which is expected to be heard in the 
House in the next couple of weeks. 

The three-part bill would appropriate $50 mil- 
lion to provide technology grants to schools, 
funding for a low-cost, high-speed state network, 
and computer learning centers for low-income 
students. 

The program is not limited to low income 
communities, and the Andover school system 
could apply to the program, Finegold says. 

The bill would continue investments started 
two years ago with the Educational Technology 
Bond bill and NetDays. Despite these programs, 
many schools still do not have adequate technol- 
ogy resources for students and teachers. 

Communities would receive a $35-per-student 
grant, which would be used to purchase comput- 
er hardware and software and to train teachers. 
The grants would require a 3-to-1 local match. 

Schools could use the grant to purchase more 
up-to-date computers, or to train teachers on 
how to use technology effectively in the class- 
room. 

“This flexibility for local schools to decide 
what they need most is one of the bill’s 
strengths,” said Finegold. 

The Massachusetts Community Network cre- 
ated by the bill would serve local schools, 
library, municipal offices and other public agen- 
cies with high-speed, low-cost access. The MCN 
was partly funded last year; the bill will provide 
the final $10 million needed to set up the service. 

A $5-million portion of the bill would help 
ease the “technology gap” between students who 
have home computers and those who do not. 
Grants would fund computer learning centers in 
state-subsidized family housing or other com- 
munity access centers to bring computer access 
to students without home computers. 

“The state is not dictating to local schools 
what programs they should support; we are just 
trying to help them fund these types of pro- 
grams,” said Finegold.

The power 
plant process 


Next week’s public meeting on a 
proposed natural gas power plant in 
Dracut is a good opportunity for local 
residents to gather information about 
the various issues surrounding such 
a plant. 

Constellation Power, the company 
that hopes to build the plant, should 
be commended for the series of meet- 
ings it has scheduled throughout the 
region. Perhaps it is a bit late to be 
“reaching out” to the community, but 
at least the company knows it has a 
bit of a public relations job to do. 

Of course, local residents should be 
aware that “public relations” is what 
this is all about. And they should 
therefore be careful to maintain a 
healthy skepticism about the infor- 
mation they gather. 

Constellation’s method in these 
meetings is to conduct them as a so- 
called “science fair,” with booths that 
deal with just about any issue a local 
resident could dream up. 

The idea, the company Says, is to 
give everybody a chance to get their 
questions answered. Many times, 
when public forums are conducted in 
auditoriums, all the questions get 
asked by two or three aggressive peo- 
ple, and the “silent majority” don’t 
get a chance to talk to anybody. 

From that _ perspective, 
method is indeed a good one. 

But it is also very much in the 
company’s interests to fragment a 
potentially volatile crowd of oppo- 
nents. At a science-fair style meeting, 
there might be a dozen people at one 
booth, but those who attend never 
gather into one large crowd, where a 
Single, articulate and passionate 
spokesman can whip them into a 
frenzy, which makes for very good 
television, but very bad public rela- 
tions from the company’s point of 
view. 

That, of course, doesn’t mean that 
what Constellation representatives 
Say won't be true. It just may not be 
the whole truth. After all, these are 
people who are paid to take a side. 
There is nothing wrong with that. as 
long as everybody is aware of it. 

These meetings are part of a 
process. They are a good part of the 
process. But it is important for 
everybody to acknowledge that it is 
not the whole process.

Panagopoulos vs. PA: two similar views

Perhaps now that a federal dis- 
trict court judge has decided that 
Phillips Academy was justified in 
dismissing Nicholas Panagopou- 
los, it will be possible to have a 
somewhat objective discussion of 
the multiple issues surrounding 
the case. 

But I’m not holding my breath. 

Everybody’s happy to weigh in 
with opinions on the major issues 
of our day — you know, Bill and 
Monica, Marty Meehan’s term 
limits pledge and the price of 
Beanie Babies. And even on some 
of the less cosmic issues of our 
day ~— you know, war in 
Yugoslavia. 

But this hits a little too close to 
home. This, at a certain level, isn’t 
just about one kid. It’s about all of 
our kids. So we are loathe to make 
judgments about a parent and 
child who sue an exclusive private 
school over an expulsion, because 
we suspect that we might do the 
same thing. 

After all, they paid close to 
$100,000 to what’s supposed to be 
one of the best private schools in 
the nation. So the kid’s got a prob- 
lem. Why shouldn’t PA have to 
deal with it? 

This case is also. difficult 
because it is filled with such 
loaded terms and issues. This is 
about attention deficit hyperactivi- 
ty disorder, and there is bitter 
debate among medical and psycho- 
logical professionals over ADHD. 

Some believe it is vastly over- 
diagnosed, and is creating a whole 
scholastic subculture of drugged- 
out adolescents, when all most of 
them are really suffering from is 
laziness and lack of discipline. 

Indeed, some of Panagopoulos’s 
classmates are less than 
impressed with his complaint, 
arguing in the PA student newspa- 
per that he never seemed to have 
much trouble concentrating on 
video games or surfing the Inter- 
net. So why is the school to blame 
if he couldn’t concentrate on his 
assignments. 

On the other side are profes- 
sionals and grateful parents, who 


CE is about time that schools and 


society recognize that kids 
with ADHD shouldn’t be 
maligned — or have to suffer 
any academic punishments — 
for something that isn’t their 
fault. 

There is no way to entirely 
resolve that debate. There is 
nothing in the brain that 
physicians can point to, and 
label as causing ADHD. And 
that makes it even more touchy. 
What parent is going to tell anoth- 
er parent that their child doesn’t 
really have ADHD? 

This is also about what “rea- 
sonable” means, since state law 
requires even private schools to 
make “reasonable” accommoda- 
tions for students with learning 
disabilities. 

But who decides what’s reason- 
able? That’s how this case ended 
up in court. And how can we, as 
outsiders, offer an informed opin- 
ion on something like that? 

But, uncomfortable as it is, this 
is something educators, parents 
and employers should all think 
about — a lot. Because the impli- 
cations of what was being argued 
in young Nicholas’ behalf go far 
beyond whether or not he gets a 
Phillips Academy diploma. 

This is an area where we as a 
society tend to be utterly schizoid. 
On the one hand, we assert that if 
our children have a problem in 
school — any problem — it has to 
be somebody, or something else’s 
fault. We demand — even pass 
laws — that the schools, not the 
student, fix it, whether it is with 
special needs programs, counsel- 
ing, tutors, medication or “reason- 
able” accommodations. 

No wonder Nicholas and _ his 
mom sued. If he was having trou- 
ble, it must have been the school’s 
fault. The state special education 
law has trained us all to think this 
way. 

But in the very same breath, we 
claim that we want school — espe- 
cially high school — to prepare 
children for the “real world.” 

And what is our attitude 
toward things like this in that real 
world? 

Just the opposite. If we 
encounter bad service, a lousy 
product or incompetent profes- 
sionals, we want to hold individu- 
als responsible for it. And the last 
thing we want to hear about is a 
learning disability. 

How many of us would want to 
make “reasonable” accommoda-

Remember when your child was some- 
where around 3 or 4? You were at the play- 
ground and suddenly your baby wanted to 
go up the stairs of the tallest slide, the one 
for kids who were older. But instead of say- 
ing no, you went to the slide with the love of 
your life, and you let her go down it. 

You were afraid, and you were prepared 
to rescue her if needed, but you allowed her 
to do it herself. Why? Because most of us 
know the healthiest thing is to raise our 
children to be independent of us. We have to 
let them make mistakes and while we try to 
ensure that the mistakes they make won’t 
be life threatening, we do and should allow 
them to make mistakes. 

From a distance I have been watching a 
mother, Nancy Axelrod, who is unable to 
give up control of her son, Nicholas Axelrod 
Panagopoulos. 

Now Nicholas is no longer 3 or 4. In fact, 
he is an 18-year-old senior from Sudbury 
who was a student at Phillips Academy. I’m 
not on the faculty and so I don’t have the 
inside word on what type of warnings the 
faculty and administrators of PA gave him, 
but from everything I’ve read, I think it’s a 
Shame his mother has charged in with a 
lawyer to attempt to save her son’s seat at 
graduation, and, I suspect, in her mind, her 
son’s seat at Harvard, or Yale, or wherever. 

I know Phillips Academy has systems in 
place to hand out warnings to students who 
aren’t performing; and I feel sure Nicholas 
received his fair share of warnings. The fact 
that his family says it has spent more than 
$94,000 over four years in tuition and fees 
should have nothing to do with this case. 

If Nicholas had won his case, then who 
would fight his next one? Nicholas would 
have been brought up with the message that 
he cannot climb the slide, that his mother 
will rescue him from this life that at times 
seems impossibly unfair or difficult. 

Children need to learn that what they do 
(or do not do) today has bearing on what 
happens tomorrow. If Nicholas had won his 
case, Phillips Academy (and schools in gen- 
eral) might as well hang up its standards, 
because how many times is a school going 
to be willing to spend hours and faculty and 
staff sweat in another court fight to see that 
students work up to the standard of the 
school? 

Parenting is, at times, excruciatingly dif- 
ficult. The love we have for our children 
makes it painful to see them fail, but I have

It was simply not our cup of tea, and 
while I am not against racing, I am against 
cruelty and the racing industry. Denying a 
greyhound a good race a few times a week 
is the same as taking a stick away from a 
retriever. It is in their blood and they love 
it. Since then, I have adopted an ex-racer 
and I can see this clearly. 

Like you, I have been very opinionated 
about habitual gambling and who it 
attracts. You made some excellent points: 

1) It is about money, not morality. 

2) The elderly and the poor are its most 
vulnerable citizens. 

3) In your own words, “It is addictive. It 
destroys lives and families. It ruins 
careers. It breeds crime.” 

4) We beg smokers to reform and spend 
all kinds of money on guilt commercials, 
but we seem to have a blind spot watching 
“gambling (rot) the psyche.” 

Your “B.A.R.E.” plan the state would 
(imaginably) put into place illustrates just 
how low on the priority ladder addressing 
the problem of gambling and gambling 
addiction is. 

As for the entertainment issue ... well, it 
is entertainment, let’s face it. There are 
average, hard working people I know who 
put a cap on fun money, to bet at the races 
or go to Foxwoods a few times a year. 
They can also afford to go on tropical vaca- 
tions and get their bills paid on time. 

I tend to think they are the exception. I 
had a friend whose husband forced them 
into bankruptcy because of gambling.

In bylaw terminology, the 
Shawsheen, Ballardvale and Central 
business districts are all zoned as GB or

+ Second, the article restricts the first- 
floor space in the Central General Busi- 
ness zone for retail or consumer busi- 
nesses only. This includes banking, 
finance, and insurance as permissible 
businesses within the retail category. 

- Third, the proposed article prohibits 
Offices in the retail level that do not 
specifically support retail or consumer 
business. For example, an insurance 
business that provides consumers

mental Day Program at the Professional 
Center for Handicapped Children (“Cen- 
ter fights to preserve funding for handi- 
capped toddlers,” Townsman, March 18). 

For 25 years, the Professional Center 
has been serving some of our areas 
youngest and most needy children. The 
federal mandate that “children are to be 
educated to the maximum extent appro- 
priate to the needs of the child in a-natural 
environment” is the impetus behind 
pulling the Department of Public Health 
funding for developmental day programs. 

But what IS appropriate for these 
severely impaired children? Their daily 
medical, therapeutic and educational 
needs are enormous. Developmental day 
programs are able to meet these needs in 
an integrated and cost-effective way, and 
at the same time provide an unequaled 
level of support for the families of these 
children. 

The four developmental day programs 
in Massachusetts receive a tiny portion of 
more than $8 million federal dollars allo- 
cated to our commonwealth yearly. The 
Professional Center’s program costs DPH 
between $10,000 and $22,000 a year per 
child. Alternatives include residential 
care ($150,000 to $200,000 per child annual- 
ly) or at-home services ($25,000 to $300,000 


per child annually, depending on needs). 

Thankfully the number of children 
who need the day program is only a small 
percentage of the total number of children 
who receive birth-to-3 services through- 
out Massachusetts. Yet these children 
with their chromosomal abnormalities 
and seizure disorders, their cortical blind- 
ness and feeding tubes, their global delays 
and contracted muscles, do not yet share 
a common natural environment with typ- 
ically developing children. 

I understand and support the philoso- 
phy of mainstreaming, but let us not 
allow the pendulum to swing too far. 
There is no one solution that fits every 
child. We must continue to provide what 
is best for each child, for each family, to 
the best of our abilities. Developmental 
day programs are the head start these 
severely impaired children need in their 
early life, so that one day they can be inte- 
grated with their peers.

Having been involved in town election 
campaigns for the past twenty-odd years, I 
believe this is the lowest voter participa- 
tion I can recall.

Time to wake up 
and stop the pollution 


Editor, Townsman: 

Air pollution is a problem in the Merri- 
mack Valley. It is for that reason that the 
Merrimack Valley Residents for the Envi- 
ronment oppose having another polluter 
in the valley, namely the proposed Dracut 
power plant. 

The bigger problem, however, may be 
that residents of this valley seem to be 
unaware of the pollution problem. If you 
don’t believe we have a problem, read on. 
If you take a look on the EPA’s Web site 
(http://maps.epa.gov/enviro/html/mod/ 
enviromapper/index.html) you can drill 
down to a map which has a marker for 
every air-polluting business in the valley. 
There are forests of markers in certain 
places. 

Which are the biggest emitters? The 
trash-burning plants in North Andover 
and Haverhill (the latter right next to 
Route 495) are two of them. The Lawrence 
incinerator is a third. Unfortunately, 
Lucent Technologies in North Andover is 
a fourth. These are all within about four 
miles of each other. They have been pollut- 
ing above the EPA’s approved limits for a 
while and, elsewhere on the same Web site 
(http://www.epa.gov/enviro/html/airs/ai 
rs query java.html), you can find out 
exactly what they have been emitting. The 
substances are in the hundreds, some- 
times the thousands, of tons of pollution 
per year. 

The other pollution emitters are not 
listed in such detail because their emis- 
sions are within the EPA’s guidelines. 
When will these polluters clean up their 
act? When the residents of the valley 
wake up and pressure their Congress peo- 
ple and the EPA to make them stop. 

There are other polluters, too. Three 
major highways cut through the area. 
Everyone knows that cars emit carbon 
monoxide, but the EPA doesn’t even have 
a monitoring station for it here. When 
will they? When the people of the valley 
wake up and pressure their Congress peo- 
ple and the EPA to do something about it. 

So what, you say. It hasn’t hurt anyone 
too badly. Wrong. The valley has a num- 
ber of towns and cities with aboveaver-

age levels of asthma and other lung dis- 
eases. Lawrence has the highest inci- 
dence of childhood asthma in Massachu- 
setts. 

Are all of these lung diseases caused by 
pollution?

Plants and animals also suffer from the 
pollution. Plants die from acid rain. Fish 
die from cancers and accumulate heavy 
metals, like mercury, rendering them 
unfit for human consumption.

Don’t have all the answers? Don’t worry. Of 
quiz victims selected by the 
Townsman, only two of them answered all three 
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bee. One-fourth grader, from 
Arlington, qualified for the 
state bee. Fourteen of the qual- 
ifying students were girls. 

Alex took the championship 
at Doherty Middle School in a 
final round against 18 other 
students. Stephen is a seventh- 
grade student at Pike. 

What makes these students 
geographically inclined? They 
have varied interests, but all of 
them incorporate geography. 
Alex was born in Andover, but 
lived in Belgium for two years 
before moving back here. 
While he was there, he trav- 
eled a lot, he says. His first- 
hand knowledge of Europe 
helped his geography, but not 
too much, he says. Last year he 
came in second in the bee, and 
the year before that, he came 
in third. His favorite subject is 
math. 

Like many of his fellow stu- 
dents, Jeffrey plays basketball 
and baseball, but he is also a 
Civil War buff, interested in 
history and politics, and 
through those pursuits has 
picked up geographical knowl- 
edge. 

The strategy employed in 
Civil War battles is more inter- 
esting to him than that more 
recent wars, he says. 

“In World War II, they could 
just blow things up. In the 
Civil War they had to shoot 
people,” Jeffrey says. 

If Jeffrey could travel any- 
where it would be the North 
Pole. “It’s cold. And good for 
snowball fights,” he says.

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski’s first 
response was “OK.

Something of an explor- 
er himself, Stephen has made 
topographical maps of the five 
acres at and around his Hamp- 
ton Lane home, and even went 
so far as to rename the area 
“The Stephenian Empire.” 

“But one friend moved out 
and that cut it in half,” he says. 

Stephen says his interests 
in science and history lead to 
knowledge of physical and cul- 
tural geography, rounding out 
his penchant for memorizing 
maps, which started in second 
grade, “because they’re color- 
ful.” 

If he could visit anywhere 
in the world, it would be Spain, 
he says, since he is studying 
Spanish. But he is also inter- 
ested in its historical signifi- 
cance, including native world 
explorers, the culture of 
Madrid and the history of the 
Moors. 

All three winners agree that 
the questions asked in the 
National Geographic Geogra- 
phy Bee require more knowl- 
edge than map memorization. 
The sections of the school bee 
questions include United 
States geography, state nick- 
names, economic geography, 
continents, traveling around 
the world (which includes 
questions about landmarks), 
physical geography and cultur- 
al geography. 

Regardless of the variety of 
questions, Pam Bowdin, a 
social studies teacher at 
Andover High School, says a 
simple knowledge of geogra-

rectly, but challenged Andover residents to iden- 
tify the location of Wilson’s Corner. 

Only two correctly answered all three ques- 
tions: Selectman Mary French and Superinten- 
dent Dr. Claudia Bach.

phy won't get a student very 
far in high school. 

While students should be 
able to use a map and under- 
stand latitude and longitude, 
understanding how geography 
plays a role in the development 
of the world is more impor- 
tant, she says. 

The study of geography in 
schools could be more “global- 
ized,” she says. 

“It serves a purpose as a 
foundational skill, but we’re 
looking at this point (when stu- 
dents reach high school) to be 
looking at a larger picture,” 
Bowdin says. 

Colleague and fellow social 
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studies teacher Tom Meyers 
agrees, and adds that learning 
facts in isolation is no way to 
be educated. 

“I want (geography) to be 
integrated into interpretation. 
Who controls the land? How 
much is for cash crops and 
how much for local consump- 
tion? The cultural, political 
and economic context (of geog- 
raphy) is what’s interesting,” 
he says. 

Meyers correctly answered 
two of the three questions 
posed by the Townsman in the 
celebrity geography quiz (see 
sidebar). 

Some students from San- 
born and West Elementary 
schools also participated in 
the bee. Sanborn fourth-grader 
Ben Elowe took the school 
championship, and Katherine 
Dwyer, also in grade four, was 
runner-up. 

West Elementary had a 
school winner, Scott Rossig- 
nol, a fifth-grader, and nine 
other classroom winners:

Andover School Committee members voted 
Tuesday to accept a budget of $36.4 million 
after a short banter with members of the 
Finance Committee. 

FinCom members voted Monday to recom- 
mend a school budget of $36 million to keep the 
town from hitting the limit of its tax levy, but 
the School Committee remained firm at $36.4. 

Committee member Tim McCarron was the 
lone dissenting vote on the $36.4 million bud- 
get, but he said that was because he supports 
the committee’s original budget of $36.6 mil- 
lion, and opposes the cuts made to the first 
budget plan.

Board united

Selectmen are unanimously support: 
ing one Town Meeting option for funding 
the proposed new $12.9 million public 
safety center, but remain divided over 
the proposed lease option for building a 
new Senior Center. 

Regarding the Safety Center, the 
board supports warrant Article 16, 
which asks voters at Town Meeting to 
fund a new safety center. Then, if it’s 
approved, selectmen will have the option 
to pursue a town-wide vote to fund the 
project with a one-time debt exemption 
from Proposition 2. 

Selectmen could seek that exemption 
at any time during the life of the bond. 
They could also combine the vote for a 
safety center exemption with next year’s 
vote for a schools debt exemption. 

While even those selectmen who pre- 
ferred another option agreed to support 
Article 16, the board remains clearly

A parking ticket from 
Andover High School that until 
now has amounted to little more 
than a slap on the wrist may 
become a tow job with a hefty 
price tag for students, or anyone 
else parking illegally. 

The more observant students 
who drive to school at Andover 
High may soon notice “No Park- 
ing” signs being erected around 
campus, where students have 
been parking illegally, says Prin- 
cipal Larry Robinson. 

“The parking situation is an 
untenable one,” he says. 

Students who believe more of 
the AHS parking spaces should 
be available to them met with 
Robinson last week to discuss the 
issue. Many are in favor of tow- 
ing illegally parked cars. 

But senior Mark Herling says 
students should be allowed to 
park in spaces reserved for 
teachers, since not all the staff 
spaces are filled every day. He 
also wants the school to create a 
new lot, possibly in the woods 
behind West Middle School.

school receives a warning, and a 
letter is sent home to parents to 
warn them the car could be 
towed. 

“There are no_ surprises,” 
Robinson says. 

But once a “No Parking” sign 
goes up from the town, local 
police could tow a car at the 
owner’s expense, Robinson says. 
He does plan to notify the stu- 
dent first, to make sure it’s not a 
parent volunteer visiting the 
building. 

Robinson says he awaits a 
recommendation from the stu- 
dent government before making 
his decision on how to distribute 
parking privileges, but the signs 
are on their way up after being 
approved by the School Commit-

“There should be more 
space,” Herling says, adding that he was 
ticketed by police for parking on a grassy 
area after he was told it was a legal space. 

Andover High has 486 legal parking 
spaces, including spots reserved for 
handicapped drivers and visitors, Robin- 
son says. The school has 170 employees. 

Of the AHS 1,300-member student 
body, about 300 students are seniors and 
about 400 are juniors. 

“That leaves not enough spaces for 
students who would like to drive to 
school,” Robinson says. 


Regina Gifts of Main Street, 
Andover, gives a gift to the downtown 
every day, says Andover Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo. It’s the gift of a few 
extra parking spaces in front of down- 
town stores. 

Unlike some other businesses, Regi- 
na has its employees park a couple of 
blocks away from the two-hour spots 
near downtown stores, says Pattullo. 

Both business owners and shoppers 
have complained about the downtown 
parking crunch for years, and Pattullo 
believes businesses can help solve the 
parking problem themselves by follow- 
ing Regina’s lead. 

“A lot of businesses don’t do it. 
That’s part of the problem with the 
(lack of) turnover and parking down- 
town,” says Pattullo. “It really should 
be that the employees and owners of 
these establishments park in the non- 
timed zones, to free up spaces down- 
town for customers.”

Of the 300 spaces available to students, 
one lot of about 186 spaces is reserved 
mostly for seniors and partly for juniors, 
who obtain parking passes through the 
school, and which are free, Robinson 
says. They are also allowed to park in 
extra spaces on the West Middle campus. 
Students who park illegally are ticketed, 
but not fined, by the school, he says. Stu- 
dent council members issue tickets. 

To park on campus, a student must 
register a car with the school. The school 
issues more parking permits than there 


Regina and former Thompson’s 
employee Carol Derba says she has 
always parked a few blocks away from 
the store, in an all-day parking area. 

“I did it even when I worked across 
the street,” she says. 

That’s not only kept some spaces 
downtown free, but has also kept her 
free of the orange parking tickets so 
often distributed by ultra-thorough 
meter man Dave Cantone. 

Despite what others may think, Can- 
tone says he likes it that way. 

“That’s our ultimate goal, to not 
have to write any parking tickets,” he 
says. “We work for the merchants. 
We're their best friend. Hopefully, they 
don’t see us as the enemy.” 

“If we didn’t have enforcement, peo- 
ple would park all day long. There 
wouldn’t be any turnover of spaces and 
that would be detrimental to their busi- 
ness,” says Pattullo.

Williams Hall for a Senior Center. 
Andover’s Council on Aging wants to 
enter a 30-year lease and have the private 
Friends of Andover Seniors raise money 
to turn the building into a Senior Center. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 to support the 
lease option, with Larry Larsen and Lori 
Becker opposed. 

New selectman Mary French was the 
swing vote, as the selectman she 
replaced, Bill Downs, was_ strongly 
against the leasing option.

dations to a student with ADHD. 

But in his two-page order, Harrington 
said, “The setting of (academic) standards 
is within the absolute purview of the educa- 
tors and the school.” 

He also said Phillips did supply “reason- 
able accommodations,” to the student, and 
harshly criticized Panagopoulos and _his 
mother for the failure to complete assign- 
ments. 

“Plaintiff Panagopoulos has failed to meet 
those standards, not because of an inability 
to perform due to his ADHD, but rather 
because of a willful lack of effort on his part, 
invariably excused by a parent who indulged 
his lack of discipline and who failed to sup- 
port the school in its efforts to assist him to 
do his work,” wrote Harrington. 

Phillips Academy, and other private 
schools monitoring the case, breathed a 
sigh of relief following this first-round vic- 
tory in a possible two-round court fight 
with their former student. 

“Judge Harrington rightly assigns the 
authority and expertise to set and uphold 
academic standards to schools and not to 
the court,” says PA Head of School Barbara 
Landis Chase, who took notes during Mon- 
day’s closing arguments, in a release. “We 
are gratified by (his) acknowledgment that 
Phillips Academy ‘has quite properly set 
high academic standards for its students.” 

One point made by Harrington in his 
decision was that “Courts have neither the 
authority nor the expertise to prescribe 
academic standards.” 

During closing arguments Monday, the 
judge had played devil’s advocate with both 
lawyers. He asked Redlich if the courts 
would become filled with students upset 
with their grades if he ruled in Panagopou- 
los’s favor. 

“That’s the next step. Every person who 
gets a failing grade is going to be in here. 
We're going to be inundated. Is that the 
function of a federal court?” he asked. 

Redlich argued that Panagopoulos’s case 
was unique, as only 3 percent of the popula- 
tion has ADHD. 

Redlich also argued that the teachers did

lawyer, Doug Seaver, also said Panagopou- 
los spent an inordinate amount of time on 
the phone and in other non-academic pur- 
suits while at Phillips. During what Seaver 
painted as a crucial two-day period at the 
end of his last term, Panagopoulos spent 
seven hours on the phone, said Seaver. 

Harrington commented on this during 
closing arguments, and appeared to address 
it in his decision. 

“Even with the reasonable accommoda- 
tions he received, plaintiff Panagopoulos 
did not perform certain required academic 
assignments in a timely and satisfactory 
manner, and failed to make the necessary 
effort to do so. Nicholas was not required to 
withdraw because he appeared not to be 
doing his school work; rather, he was 
required to withdraw because he was not 
doing his school work,” writes Harrington, 
in his decision. 

But Harrington admitted during closing 
arguments Monday that the fact that 
Panagopoulos was a senior would make his 
decision a tough one.

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New fire truck is a very tall order [State to study

It comes with a price tag of 
more than $600,000 and, at its peak, 
is more than nine stories high. It 
also has its own generator and a 
closed circuit television system. 

But it’s not a house designed to 
take its owner through any Y2K 
troubles. It’s not even a building. 
It’s the town’s new fire truck. 

Approved for purchase at 1997 
Town Meeting, Andover’s new lad- 
der truck is ending its first month 
of full service at the West Andover 
station. 

Clearly, the truck is a pick-me- 
up for the town — and not just 
because firefighters say its can 
handle everything from large- 
scale fires to confined-space res- 
cues. 

It’s because the truck can actu- 
ally pick all 40 tons of itself off the 
ground. 

Before the truck’s 95-foot ladder 
with bucket is raised, computer- 
ized arms extend out from each 
side of the truck. These arms 
attach to the ground, lift the 40-ton 
truck into the air, and then lower 
it, making sure it is perfectly level. 
Once the truck is level, firefighters 
know it’s safe to raise and swing 


the ladder. 

“You have to get the weight off 
the chassis and off the wheels. It 
also levels the truck,” says Lt. 
Mike O’Neill. 

If there is enough room, the 
arms will extend 18 feet, but one 
side can be brought in if space 
does not allow for full extension, 
say firefighters. 

The ladder with bucket not only 
can rise 95 feet, but can dip 7 per- 
cent below grade, meaning it can 
be swung out over a hole to help 
pull someone up to safety. 

Custom made for Andover, the 
truck is only the second of its kind. 

It arrived in Andover at 1 a.m. 
the morning of the 1998 Santa 
Parade, says Firefighter” John 
McMullen. Since then, the truck 
has been retrofitted with equip- 
ment such as the “Jaws of Life,” 
and firefighters have been trained 
on how to use it. 

Because of the size of the truck 
and its arms, firefighters must be 
aware of where they park to fight a 
fire, they say. 

“You've got to be thinking 
when you leave the station all the 
time, ‘Where am I going?” says 
O’Neill, “and you have to be think- 
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ing about positioning (of the truck) 


before you get there.” 
Features 
Unlike the ladder truck it 


replaces, the new truck is also a 
pumper, and holds 300 gallons of 
water, meaning that on the rare 
occasion it’s the first truck at a fire 
scene, firefighters can immediately 
begin knocking down the fire. 

In the past, if there was more than 
one Andover fire at the same time, a 
ladder truck without water might be 
the first truck at one of the fire 
scenes. 

“Tve been here 22 and a half 
years, and there are only three fires I 
can remember where the ladder 
truck was the first to the scene,” says 
Firefighter James Landry. “But 
that’s the worst thing in the world, to 
pull up to someone’s house, and it’s 
on fire. They say, ‘Do something" 
and you couldn’t because the old 
truck had no water.” 

Although it’s about 49 feet long, 
the new truck is also only 10 feet, 8 
inches tall, so, unlike the old truck, it 
can fit under every bridge in town. 

The truck includes: 

- a ladder or crane with “bucket” 
that can hold 2,000 pounds and four 
people; 

* two water streams on the outside 
of the bucket that can spray 1,000 gal- 
lons per minute each; 

* oxygen tanks holding 6 hours of 
air; 

* a closed circuit TV showing the 
back of the 49-foot truck, to help dri- 
vers navigate; and 

* a 12,000-watt generator to run 
electrical tools and floodlights with 
extension cords of 120 feet.

asthma

In an effort to better understand the impact of pol- 
lution on the Merrimack Valley, state Rep. Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, has commissioned a study on 
asthma rates by the state Department of Public 
Heaith. 

A respiratory disease study was also recommended 
in the results of the DPH’s local study on breast can- 
cer rates, says Suzanne Condon, director of the 
Bureau of Environmental Health assessment at the 
DPH. 

“While we don’t believe the incinerators are relat- 
ed to breast cancer rates, the public raised some 
important questions about their impact on respirato- 
ry health,” she says. 

Local environmentalists have blamed the concen- 
tration of incinerators in the Merrimack Valley, 
including the NESWC incinerator in North Andover, 
for many types of health problems in the area. They 
also cite the concentration of incineration here in 
their case opposing a proposed power plant in Dracut. 

Finegold says the asthma study should be done 
regardless of the proposed power plant. 

“The thing we should be doing is getting all the 
facts and information,” Finegold says. “If there is a 
connection, the plant should not be built. Until we 
know for sure it’s not a health risk, it (the power 
plant) should be put on hold.” : 

While a local research group has performed a study 
of asthma rates using hospital admissions data, that 
information doesn’t accurately show if a small group 
of people are having increased problems with asthma, 
or if a larger group of people are suffering, Condon 
says. 

A proposal from the DPH to get federal assistance 
for the study was denied by the federal Agency for 
Toxic Substances and Disease Registry, only because 
the study did not involve a Superfund site, Condon 
says. 

The DPH plans to press ahead on its own, and con- 
duct the study itself. 

“We're trying to move forward. Based on staff and 
existing resources, it will just take much longer to do 
the work,” she says.

The League of Women Voters and the 
Andover Recycling Committee have joined 
forces to push for a reduction in the amount of 
trash the town sends to an area incinerator. 

Now that they have completed a study on 
trash disposal in Andover, the League is 
expected, in the upcoming year, to devise a 
solid waste management plant to increase 
recycling and reduce trash. 

“No one has really taken responsibility for 
setting goals (in recycling,” says Ann Wein, 
who conducted the study. Wein, also a mem- 
ber of the Recycling Committee, is working 
with both the League and the Recycling Com- 
mittee to come up with a plan. 

In the meantime, she hopes to push for 
curbside recycling of plastic, and to educate 
the public about recycling everything from 
paper and plastic to cathode-ray tubes, button 
batteries and fluorescent lights. 

The League also plans to work on increas- 
ing participation in the town’s hazardous 
waste collection program. 

“Tf you don’t put it in, it doesn’t come out,” 
Wein says, of the potentially toxic substances 
that are often thrown in the trash, processed 
and emitted back into the air. 

While the study didn’t find any conclusive 
link between trash incinerator emissions and 
health problems, Wein says that’s no reason 
not to act. 

“We all know emissions can’t be good,” 
she says. 

Efforts to reduce the amount of toxins 
emitted from the NESWC (North East Solid 
Waste Committee) incinerator in North 
Andover, where Andover sends its trash, will 
be focused on getting residents to throw less 
of their trash away, and recycle more of it, or 
to dispose of the appropriate materials 
through the hazardous waste collection.

Side recycling of plastics, which currently 
are collected once a month at drop-off site, 
Wein says. 

Public Works Director Bob McQuade says 
that adding curbside recycling of plastic to 
Andover’s recycling repertoire would 
increase the cost of recycling in Andover by 
about $114,000 per year, partly because that 
type of program would require the contrac- 
tors who collect recycling for Andover to use 
a second truck. 

At the drop-off site, Andover collects about 
43 tons of recyclable plastic a year, McQuade 
says. If the program were changed to a curb- 
Side collection, he estimates the town would 
collect 100 tons per year, bringing the cost of 
recycling plastic to $1,000 a ton. 

“T like to do everything we can to increase 
the amount of recycling Andover does,” 
McQuade says, “but not at $1,000 a ton.” 

Andover currently pays between $47 and 
$50 a ton to collect recycling. 

Wein says she believes the town could col- 
lect much more than 100 tons a year, and 
may make a case for it at Town Meeting. 

“There’s got to be more out there, “ Wein 
Says, adding that if there were curbside col- 
lection, schools, Town Offices and the Senior 
Center would likely participate. 

“Everyone agrees that curbside is the way 
to get people to participate. That may mean 
we'll have to take the plunge,” she Says. 

Wein says the state’s goal for local recy- 
cling is 46 percent, while Andover now recy- 
cles about 30 percent of its trash. 

Trash that is not recycled is processed at 
the NESWC incinerator at about $116 per ton 
this year. 

While Andover is required under the 
NESWC contract to process a minimum 
amount of trash at the plant, the town is cur- 
rently sending slightly more than the 
required amount, McQuade says.

Jim Landry says firefighters are 
known to line up their fellow fighters 
boots so that when they bound into 
their gear they end up with their boots 
on the wrong feet. Or, sometimes a 
firefighter might plunge his or her foot 
into a boot and hear the “squish” that 
only a few ounces of carefully poured 
water can deliver. 

Sal Tabit, an Elm Square lawyer, 
says his uncle once nailed him with a 
chocolate-covered prank. 

“I had to be in my early teens. My 
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uncle, knowing that if there was candy 
around, kids would grab it, left a 
wrapped chocolate on the table,” he 
Says. 

The young and hungry Tabit’s 
chocolate radar located the carefully 
wrapped goody, and the boy popped it 
into his mouth. The only problem was, 
the item was a chocolate-covered bee, 
his uncle reported.

The Andover High varsity softball 
team had a breakthrough season in 
1998, winning 10 games for the first 
time in a long time and qualifying for 
the Division 1 North Tournament. 

With seven starters returning 
from that 10-11 squad, third-year head 
coach Stephanie Ragucci is looking 
for even more improvement this 
spring. 

Life is never easy in the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference, however, 
arguably the toughest softball league 
in the state. 

The Lady Warriors made an 
impressive late-season run to secure 
their 1998 tournament berth, winning 
seven of their final eight regular sea- 
son games. 

That stretch included a 5-3 victory 
over traditional MVC power Chelms- 
ford, and ended with a pair of back-to- 
back “must wins” against Haverhill 
(70) and North Andover (12-6). 

Andover had a tough draw and 
lost to Framingham, 10-2, in the first 
round of the tourney. 

Six of the losses last season were 
by one run, to Haverhill (8-7), Notre 
Dame Academy (65), Billerica (3-2), 
state champ Dracut (4-3), Lawrence 
(2-1) and Central Catholic (5-4). 

That’s how close the locals were to 
a 16-5 season. 

AHS came back to beat Haverhill, 
NDA, Lawrence and Central the sec- 
ond time around.

Tisbert, Traub, Famiglietti and 
Dargan all finished last season bat- 
ting over .300, while Stone was the 
ace of the pitching staff with seven 
wins. 

Tisbert and Traub should also 
continue to be a sharp keystone com- 
bination defensively. 


“We have a much more experi- 
enced team this year,” said Ragucci. 
“We return starters at practically 
every position, except first base, and 
we'll be strong up the middle with 
Famiglietti, Tisbert, Traub and 
Sawin. 

“It’s a more flexible team with a 
lot of kids who can play two or more 
positions well. 

“I expect us to hit better and, 
because we're a little quicker, I think 
we'll be able to manufacture runs 
more often,” added Ragucci. 

“Both pitchers worked hard all 
winter to improve. Stone is big and 
she throws hard. She has worked 
with Kim Page in the past and Car- 
pentier has worked with Carrie Lade- 
bauche.” 

Both Page and Ladebauche are 
former All-American pitchers for 
NCAA Division 2 power Merrimack 
College.

Ragucci, a graduate of Woburn 
High and M.I.T. who teaches math at 
Andover High and is an assistant 
girls basketball coach, has the same 
coaching staff back. 

Betty Iannuccilli returns as JV 
coach and Dick Loschi is back with 
the freshmen. 

The Lady Warriors will partici- 
pate in a pre-season Play Day this 
Saturday at North Reading High and 
Phillips Academy, and will scrim- 
mage Pelham High next Tuesday. 

The season opens next Thursday 
(April 8) at home against non-league 
Everett, and Friday North Andover is 
in town for another non-leaguer. 
Both games start at 3:30 p.m. 

Other non-league games are at 
home with North Reading (April 12), 
at North Andover (May 10), at 
Nazareth Academy in Wakefield 
(May 25), and home against MVC 
rival Methuen (May 26). 

The league opener is at home 
against Tewksbury on Wednesday, 
April 14.

Division 2, and coach Ragucci feels 
Central Catholic and Tewksbury will 
be top contenders on that side of the 
league. 

In Division 1 Dracut, Lowell and 
Chelmsford appear to be the frontun- 
ners — and Andover plays those 
three in consecutive games May 12, 
13 and 17.

It will take a very strong oppo- 
nent, putting together a very strong 
effort, to beat the Andover High var- 
sity girls track team this spring. 

Chances are it’s not going to hap- 
pen. 
The Lady Warriors have many top 
athletes returning from last year’s 
undefeated Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference championship team, which 
finished 7-0 in dual meets and was 
seriously challenged only once by 
Methuen (71-65 win). 

Andover is 43-3 in its last 46 out- 


door meets against MVC rivals, and 
45-4 overall including non-league 
opponents. 

“We should be favored to repeat,” 
said head coach Peter Comeau.
